Jack was too sad to go to bed and he ask me to go out and have coffee 
with him. Te went to the Southland hotel for coffee and I had seme coffee and Jack 
had some grapefruit julck. He acted like he was stunned and shocked and we went on 
home. That was the first time I ever saw tears in his eyes, I got out of bed Sat- 
urday morning and woke Jack up about lOjGO or IO13O AM. We wat hed TV and had coffee. 
He was stij.1 sad and very soriy for the President's family, I had some things to do 
so I left the house around noon. I went back home about 7 »30 PM and Jack was 'nt 
there, I ate a bit and went back out, I got back home about 10«30 Saturday evening 
and Jack was home. Jack told me he had to go to the club and dieok up on something, 
I went on to bed, Wien I got up this morning about 9 :00 AH Jack was sleeping. Jack 
heard me walking around and he got up, I could tell Jack was brooding and still 
shook up. We watched a church sermon on T. V. and Jack kept repeating about the 
President 's family and how sorry he felt for Mrw Kennedy, Around 10 :30 AM he told 
me he was going to take Sheba, his dog down to the club where the rest of his dogs 
were. Jack then left and I did'nt see him any more. I want down to the Eatwell on 
Main street and had seme coffee. While I was at the Batwell I heard Jack Ruby bad 
shot Oswald, I have seen Jack's pistol and the last time I saw it was Thursday ni^t,
